A spokesman for Sinn Fein, 
the political organization of the 
IRA’s Official wing.said in Dub­ 
lin: “We have consistently con­ 
demned attacks upon civilian 
installations and we would very 
strongly condemn this one.” 
As a wave of revulsion swept 
Ireland, Prime Minister Jack 
Lynch of the Irish Republic ap­

rRA to suspend 
its 
campaign

violence in 
Northern Ireland. But he made 
dear he was not accusing the 
underground organization of re­ 
sponsibility for the blast. 
Detectives leading a manhunt 
for the bombers appealed today 
for “the slightest scrap of infor­ 
mation.” 
Meanwhile, a man accused of 
a part in the bombing of the 
British Army barracks at Al­ 
dershot, England, Feb. 22 was 
scheduled to appear in court 
there today.

Washington Roundup

WASHINGTON - The follow­ 
ing news nuggets were gather­ 
ed this week by the staff of 
our Washington Bureau. 
CAPITOL 
SECURITY: 
The 
U.S. Capitol Building is still vul­ 
nerable to terrorist attacks de­ 
spite new 
security 
measures 
put into effect in the wake of 
last year’s bombing. 
It was one year ago this week 
on March 1, 1971, that a bomb 
exploded during the pre-dawn 
hours on the first floor of the 
Senate Wing of the Capitol 
Building. 
Since that time the Capitol 
police force has been expand­ 
ed from 622 officers to 1,000 
men and a professional training 
program has been put into ef­ 
fect for them. 
Also since the episode .visi­ 
tors carrying packages or brief 
cases are required 
to show 
them to guards at entrances 
to the Capitol to make sure they 
do not contain explosives or 
weapons. 
Little-used parts of the Capi­ 
tol building are also off-limits 
to visitors and a measure has 
been introduced in Congress to 
establish a network of small 
television cameras throughout 
the building to maintain elec­ 
tronic surveillance. 
But authorities recognize that 
a determined 
terrorist 
could 


still get into the building with 
small bombs or guns, if he real­ 
ly tried. 
“It is not a defense plant,” 
said Robert G. Dunphy, the 
Senate sergeant at - arms. “The 
simplest way to secure it would 
be to close it down and nobody 
wants that. It will be kept open, 
as it has in the past, so that 
citizens feel free to come and 
enjoy it.” 
The blast last year is still 
under 
intensive investigation. 
One anti-war activist was ar­ 
rested as a material witness, 
but nobody has yet been charg­ 
ed with the crime, despite the 
offer of a $100,000 reward. 
PRESIDENTIAL COSTS: The 
cost of running the Executive 
Office of the President keeps 
increasing, regardless of wheth­ 
er a Democrat or a Republican 
occupies the White House. 
President 
Nixon 
asks 
$71 
million for the Executive Office 
in the current budget request 
for the next fiscal year. This 
compares to $63 million being 
spent this year and $47 million 
in fiscal 1971. 
In addition to running the 
White House itself, the funds 
are used to pay for various oth­ 
er agencies attached to the Ex­ 
ecutive Office of the President; 
such as the Domestic Council, 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, the Office of Consumer 
Affairs and the Special Action 


Office for Drug Abuse Preven­ 
tion. 
Mr. Nixon has 510 persons 
on his personal staff; including 
political and legislative advis­ 
ers, speechwriters and 
press 
aides, fhe budget request for 
this staff totals $9.8 million. 


BAD CARS: More than 
9.4 
million vehicles were recalled 
by manufacturers last year for 
correction of possible safety de­ 
fects, according to the National 
Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety. 
This compares with only 1.2 
million cars recalled 
during 
1970. 
The big bulge was caused by 
the recall of 6.7 million General 
Motors cars for motor mount 
modifications. 


FOOD 
ADDITIVES: 
“It is 
time to take a careful look at 
the prolific use of additives per- 
meating our food,” says Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson, D-Minn. 
Noting that some 1,000 dif­ 
ferent chemicals are now used' 


directly as food additives, Nel­ 
son has introduced a bill which 
would give the Federal govern­ 
ment broad new powers to reg­ 
ulate such practices. 
“The main objective of the 
legislation is to reduce the use 
of unnecessary food chemicals, 
and to insure greater safety 
through more thorough testing 
than now exists,” he said. 
Chemicals are used as food 
preservatives, extenders, 
ten- 
d'erizers, growth promotors and 
for other purposes. 


ROADSIDE MARKETS: The 
farmers’ roadside market is 
making a strong comeback. 
So say two Agriculture De­ 
partment officials who have 
studied the old-time marketing 
system which many farm ex­ 
perts thought would die out. 
City and town folks out for a 
Sunday drive in the country are 
pulling their cars off the road 
and loading up with more than 
400 million pounds of fresh fruit 
and vegetables every year. That 
amounts to 10 per cent of the 
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total sales of fresh farm goods 
according to the experts. 
Agriculture Department mar­ 
keting specialist James Milmoe 
notes that “farmers in more 
and more states are forming 
roadside marketing associations 
and holding annual conferenc­ 
es.” Many such markets 
are 
open year-round selling nursery 
products as well as fresh pro­ 
duce. 
“I think they’ve got a solid 
future,” said Charles Porter, a 
Department editor. He noted the 
markets offer personalized serv­ 
ice, fresh produce. . .and nos­ 
talgia. '

Losses, Gains in Pollution Fight 


. • U.S. Department of Commerce figures show 
that some 219 plants were shut down last year 
primarily because of environmental pressures. 
Many of them were small, family-owned en­ 
terprises which were forced out of business 
because they just did not have the broad cor­ 
porate base necessary to finance the often-huge 
expenditures required by new environmental 
standards. 
Not always are just “Ma and P a ” businesses 
affected, however. According to James H. 
Evans, 
president 
of Union 
Pacific 
Corp., 
smelters have had to cut back operations in 
Arizona because of new state emission stan­ 
dards. 
The irony is that the copper that the smelters 
can no longer handle is shipped to Japan for 
smelting, then brought back to this country. In 
other words, smelter workers’ jobs are being 
exported along with the copper. 


W H E N 
P L A N T S C L OS E , 
for whatever 
reason, nobody gains, Evans told the Virginia 
General Assembly recently. Workers and their 
families 
suffer 
from 
unemployment. 
Com­ 
munities and states lose tax money at the very 
time the public has to support and help retrain or 
relocate those who are out of work. 
Yet private industry accounts for only a 
fraction of the pollution in this country. The bulk 
of it comes from agriculture, from automobiles, 
from sewage disposal, from large government 
installations and other nonindustrial sources. 
Evans, whose credentials in the environmental

field include chairmanship of the National 
Recreation and Parks Association, as well as 
appointment under 
two 
presidents 
to 
the 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Environmental 
Quality, urges that attempts to achieve zero 
growth or zero pollution are folly. 
“ The answer, rather, is to keep moving 
ahead,” he says, “ for the simple reason that 
most 
environm ental 
problems 
require 
technological solutions.” 
But what of those 219 companies that went out 
of business in 1971 — or more to the point, the 
unknown number that may be forced out of 
business in 1972 or 1973 or 1974 for environmental 
reasons? 
The 
nation 
cannot 
afford 
unabated 
en­ 
vironmental pollution. But neither can it afford 
the slow erosion through plant closures of the 
economic base which is needed to pay for the 
technological solutions Evans speaks of. 


IT H A S B E E N estimated that pollution costs 
America about $28.9 billion 
annually. 
The 
damages include: Human health, $6 billion; 
materials and vegetabion, $4.9 billion; lowering 
of property values, $5.2 billion; water pollution, 
$12.8 billion. 
It has also been estimated that to clean up 
America would cost more than $10 billion a year, 
or about $170 for each family. But according to 
the 
National 
Wildlife 
Federation, 
this 
in­ 
vestment would result in reducing the cost of 
pollution by $22 billion annually, with a per 
family benefit of $370. 
What it boils down to is that by paying out $170 
for pollution abatement, each family could 
reduce its annual pollution damages by $370 for a 
net savings of $200. 
We may eventually have to include in the cost 
of pollution control the cost of loans or grants or 
subsidies to small companies unable to clean 
themselves up by means of their own resources. 
It could, n the long run, be one of the soundest 
investments we could make. 


Oral College Exams ? 


Students submitting term papers “ prepared in 
full or in part by anyone other than the student 
who submits it constitutes plagiarism,” ac­ 
cording to a resolution passed by the Kent State 
University department of history. 
Professors in the department will submit 
failing course grades for any student who sub­ 
mits a term paper prepared by a commercial 
term paper service or any other party except the 
student. 
The department’s action was prompted by the 
“ recent proliferation of commercial establish­ 
ments engaged in profiting from plagiarism.” 
The resolution expresses faith in “ the honesty 
and integrity of the vast majority of KSU 
students,” but said, “ Plagiarism is clearly 
unethical and inimical to the interests of both the 
student involved and the academic community.” 
The Daily Kent Stater last week published an 
editorial explanation of its decision to refuse to 
print advertisements for term paper services. 
Advertising either as research services or as 
term paper services, commercial enterprises 
offering to save students the trouble of doing 
their own research and-or writing have sprung 
up all over the country in the last year or two. 
The history department’s resolution should be 
adopted by the entire university, and by other 
institutions. 
The problem lies in proving that a given term 
paper is plagiaristic. Plagiarism is a criminal 
act, and unfounded accusations could result in 
legal action against professors. 
The solution seems to rely less on written 
papers. While thorough oral examinations would 
be prohibitively time-consuming in large lecture 
classes, they could be applied effectively in 
smaller seminar classes. 
Adapting the standard practice with term 
papers to oral exams, professors could allow 
students to select their own topics. The in­ 
structor then would need to do some research, 


too, in order to develop a series of significant 
questions in each student’s area of research. 
In 
large 
classes, 
an 
abbreviated 
oral 
examination by a knowledgeable professor could 
be required after submission of a term paper. 
This would probably separate the students who 
learned by researching from those who tried to 
buy their degrees. Students would be required to 
understand their topics of study. Professors 
would also need to be better - prepared. 


Summer Jobs Needed 


One of the most persistently difficult parts of 
the job market to satisfy is that of the teenager 
seeking part-time work. The summer months, 
now 
rapidly 
approaching, 
are 
particularly 
troublesome. 
Hundreds of thousands of youths pour into the 
streets each June seeking a chance^ to earn 
spending money or a kitty for their future 
education. Many are disappointed. 
The types of menial jobs teenagers formerly 
filled are disappearing and those which remain 
are filled by the permanent labor force. 
The National League of Cities and U. S. Con­ 
ference of Mayors have issued a national survey 
which indicates a need for 948,000 jobs for 
teenagers this summer. About two-thirds of 
these youths may find employment under the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps, a federally-funded 
effort which is expected to provide 609,300 jobs 
for a 10-week period during the summer months. 
That leaves thousands of teenagers unac­ 
counted for. The business community helps each 
summer by creating jobs for temporary periods, 
and some youths create their own opportunities 
in odd jobs around their communities. With a 
little extra effort the ranks of the unemployed 
teenagers seeking work, however temporarily, 
can be reduced further.

Part-time Workers and Jobs

WASHINGTON ( N E A ) - A 
careful reading of statistics

most serious inflation. 


M A N Y 
P A R T - T I M E 
workers 
have 
limited 
mobility in the usual meaning 
of the word. If attending 
college, they are tied to the 
college 
a re a s 
except 
in 
sum m er, their hours are 
determined by their studies. 
If housewives, they usually 
must 
conform 
to 
the 
schedules of husbands and 
children. 
They 
noramlly 
cannot move to another city, 
or work at a considerable 
distance away in the same 
city without disrupting home 
life. 
But part-time workers are 
not the only specialized group 
among 
the 
unemployed. 
Another 10 to 12 per cent of 
the unemployed are young 
men and women 16-19 not 
going to school and looking 
for full-time employment. 
There are 
other 
special 
groups — 
those 
so 
dis­ 
couraged they are not even 
seeking work, the infirm and 
the handicapped, the aged, 
the severely uneducated. 
Vietnam era veterans form 
a very special group. 
It is obvious 
that the 
number of people wanting

locations, training and ability 
can never precisely match 
the available jobs — and that 
this disparity is sizable even 
in a prosperous economy.

Heartbeat Heard Through Ear

Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 
like to know what it can be 
that makes me hear my heart 
beat through 
my right ear. 
This condition 
is almost driv­ 
ing me crazy, 
because 
it 
happens every 
time I am ly­ 
ing down try­ 
ing to get to 
sleep. I have 
gone to the 
Eye, Ear & 
Throat Clinic, 
u* l . e . i*m » 
but they can’t find anything 
wrong with my ears. 
Dear Reader — It is perfect­ 
ly normal. Many people can lie 
on their side and hear their 
heart beat. I suppose that a 
person who is more conscious 
and aware of his body is more 
apt to hear his heart beat and, 
of course, if the heart beats very 
forcefully this is a factor. 
Actually, the force of the 
heart beat is much greater than 
most people realize. In the old- 
fashioned spring beds you could 
watch the bed move in relation­ 
ship to the heart beat. There is 
even one device, the ballisto 
cardiogram, which has been de- 
signed to take advantage of the 
fact that the body vibrates with 
each heart beat. These instru­ 
ments record the actual oscil­ 
lations of the whole body that 
occurs with each beat. There 
are many variations of these 
including bars that are rested 
on the shin bones and devices 
that are placed on the chest. But 
they all attest to the fact that 
the mechanical force of the 


heart beat can cause the entire 
body to vibrate. I think the best 
thing I can tell you is just to 
stop worrying about it. It hasn’t 
anything to do with your ears. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you 
tell me why nitroglycerin is 
prescribed five minutes before a 
meal? Also what is tincture 
of belladonna for? 
Dear Reader — Nitroglycerin 
tablets are commonly used to 
relieve chest pain » caused by 
heart disease (angiha pectoris). 
They can also cause relaxation 
of the muscles in the esopha­ 
gus. I would guess, however, 
that the reason the nitroglycerin 
is being given before meals is 
to prevent any pain or difficulty 
from the heart. Some people 
who have chest pain after eat­ 
ing because of the heart can 
be successfully treated this way. 
The tablet before the meal pre­ 
vents the chest pain. In a simi­ 
lar fashion, nitroglycerin tablets 
are sometimes prescribed be­ 
fore exercise which ordinarily 
would produce chest pain. 
Tincture of belladonna is an 
antispasmodic. It is sometimes 
used in digestive upsets and 
problems such as stomach ul­ 
cers or related disorders. It also 
has a soothing or sedativelike 
effect. It, too, is frequently used 
in treatment of heart disease. 
Thus, I would think that both 
of these medicines are being 
given for that reason, although 
it is not beyond the realm of 
possibility that they might be 
used for spasm of the esopha­ 
gus.

Mailbag 
Tidbits

NEW YORK (AP) - Tilings 
a columnist might never know 
if he didn’t open his mail: 
Space isn’t such a stranger to 
us now. Thirty American astro­ 
nauts have flown in it for a to­ 
tal time of 7.704 hours and 51 
minutes—nearly 46 weeks. 
Some researchers are wor­ 
ried about accepting blood from 
donors who use aspirin regu 
larly. Aspirin has a tendency to 
prolong bleeding time and can 
interfere with the proper clott­ 
ing of blood. 
Millions of people have suf­ 
fered colds but no one ever de­ 
scribed the effects of a cold 
better than Charles Dickens did 
in this letter written in 1843: “ I 
am at this moment deaf in the 
ears, hoarse in the throat, red in 
the nose, green in the gills, 
damp in the eyes, twitchy in 
the joints and fractious in the 
temper from a most intolerable 
and oppressive cold.” 
Quotable notables: “ There is 
only one success—to be able to 
spend your life in your own 
way.”—Christropher Morley. 
A matter of tongues: English 
is on the way to becoming the 
first world language. It is the 
mother tongue of only about 300 
million people and the main 
second language of 100 million 
more.

Well, nobody's perfect: A bal­ 
lerina’s body joints are freer of 
complaints than most people's 
from her finger tips to her an­ 
kles. But orthopedic specialists 
say that exercise stresses tend 
to age the ankles and feet of 
dancers more quickly. 
It was Thomas Jefferson who 
observed, “ Only aim to do your 
duty, and mankind will give 
you credit where you fail.”
